with the new references of the 
last quarter to constitute index 
coverage for the entire year. 


Total U. S. citrus production for 1946-47 
is now forecast at about 192 million boxes 
or 5 percent above the crop of last season 
and 44 percent above the 10-year average, 
the U. 8. Department of Agriculture re- 
ported this week. The total is 11.5 mil- 
lion boxes less than indicated on Feb- 
ruary 1 because of extensive damage in 
Florida from low temperatures and high 
winds early in February, USDA said.

1947 Green Pea Acreage 


In its first report on processors and growers intentions to plant 
green peas for processing during 1947, the U. S. Bureau of Eco- 
nomics indicates that the 1947 acreage of green peas for processing 
will be about 4 percent less than the acreage planted to this crop 
in 1946. BAE said that should present plans for planting be car- 
ried out in the various green pea producing areas, the 1947 acre- 
age planted will total 505,890 acres as compared with 525,400 acres 
planted in 1946 and 393,470 acres for the 10-year (1936-45) 
average. 


Reductions are intended in most of the important States except 
Colorado, Utah, Idaho, Washington, Maine and Michigan. Cali- 
fornia processors apparently will plant about 38 percent less acre- 
age for 1947 than in 1946 but slightly more than the 10-year aver- 
age. In Delaware, Maryland and Virginia, the 1947 acreage in- 


tentions are about 18 percent below the 1946 planted acreage, BAE 
explained.

Farm Labor Supply Bill Receives Senate Committee Approval 


Congressional authorization for continuation until December 31, 
1947, of the wartime farm labor supply program moved a step 
nearer towards enactment this week when the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture voted to report the recently House-passed measure 
(H. R. 2102). In recommending Senate passage of the bill, the 
Senate Committee adopted an amendment that would allow a 30- 
day period following December 31 for liquidation purposes, and 
removed from the House bill a section that stated the program 
was not to interfere with farm placement services of the United 
States Employment Service. 


Corn Standards Committee to Meet on March 25 


The newly-formed Corn Standards Committee will meet at the 
Association offices on March 25 to prepare for an appearance be- 
fore the Food Standards Committee of the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration on March 26. This committee is composed of representa- 
tives of corn canners in each of the principal corn canning areas 
together with representatives of the research laboratories of the 
can manufacturing establishments and the Corn Canners Service 
Bureau. The purpose of the committee is to operate for the corn 
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canning industry in matters pertain- 
ing to the formulation of standards 
under the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act. 

The first meeting of the committee 
will enable the corn canner represent- 
atives to organize and arrange for 
appearance before the Food Stand- 
ards Committee on the following day. 
Representatives on the committee 
from the different sections were ap- 
pointed by the representative sec- 
tional association. 


Asparagus Canners Committee 


Representatives of the canners of 
asparagus in different sections of the 
country will meet in Chicago on April 
2 to arrange for studies during the 
coming canning season to accumu- 
late information looking towards the 
formulation of standards under the 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. Ex- 
perimental packs will be necessary to 
obtain data on particular points that 
will be important in consideration of 
proper standards.

William O0. Wheeler, 77, of Batavia, 
N. Y., and a pioneer in the western 
New York canning industry and 
former owner and president of the 
East Pembroke Canning Co., died 
March 1, in St. Jeromes Hospital, 
Batavia. 

A native of Fairport, Mr. Wheeler 
was for many years associated with 
the American Can Co, there and was 
associated with the company as a 
mechanical assistant during the early 
development of the sanitary can. 
Twenty-five years ago he assumed op- 
eration of the East Pembroke canning 
plant, moving to Genesee County at 
that time. 

He was a member of the Old Guard 
Society and the National Canners As- 
sociation, a member of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Batavia and of the 
Fairport F. and A. M. lodge.

British Token Import Revised 


Plan Is Placed in Operation 


Commerce Department issued an 
official release on March 10 stating 
that the British Token Import Plan, 
temporarily suspended a few months 
ago, has been revised and becomes 
effective immediately. 

The plan, when first originated, ex- 
tended to American producers and 
their qualified exporting agents who 
possessed established business connec- 
tions in England, the privilege of 
shipping specified commodities, which 
had been inhibited during wartime, in 
a yearly amount not exceeding 20 per- 
cent of the value of their original an- 
nual exports of such commodities dur- 
ing a base period covering 1936, 1937, 
and 1938, 

Under the revised plan the OIT is 
to act as certifying agent and there 
must be presented evidence of actual 
shipments recorded for the base period 
years. The prospective exporter must 
now apply for form IT-558, which is 
obtainable at the British Token Im- 
port Plan Unit of OIT, Commerce 
Department, Washington 25, D. C., 
which form, when filled out, is sent to 
London for checking. Token scrip is 
issued with each certificate.

Philippines Accept Trade Pact

of $400,000,000 is made available to 
the Philippines for war damage 
claims. 


Canned Food Statistics 


TOTAL U. S. CITRUS PRODUCTION FOR 1946-47 IS NOW 
FORECAST AS ABOUT 5 PERCENT ABOVE LAST YEAR 


Total U. S. citrus production for 
1946-47 is now forecast at about 192 
million boxes or 5 percent above the 
crop of last season and 44 percent 
above the 10-year average, the U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture reported 
this week. The total is 11.5 million 
boxes less than indicated on February 
1 because of extensive damage in Flor- 
ida from low temperatures and high 
winds early in February, USDA said. 


Total orange production is forecast 
at 110.8 million boxes—50.6 million 
boxes of early and midseason varieties 
and 60.2 million boxes of Valencias. 
These totals compare with 100.3 mil- 
lion boxes produced in 1945-46, of 
which 46.9 million boxes were early 
and midseason varieties and 53.4 mil- 
lion boxes were Valencias. 


Grapefruit production is estimated 
at 62.5 million boxes or slightly less 
than the 1945-46 crop of 63.6 million 
boxes, the Department explained. 

According to the USDA report, 
Florida’s 1946-47 citrus crop sus- 
tained severe and extensive damage 
from freezes early in February. Pres- 
ent conditions indicate that about 8 
million boxes of oranges and 3.5 mil- 
lion boxes of grapefruit have been 
lost as a result of the freezes. 


On March 1, about 23.5 million 
boxes or oranges remained for all 
purposes, or a supply about equal to 
that of March 1, 1946. However, 
supplies suitable for fresh market are 
considerably less than on the same 
date last year because of freeze dam- 
age. Total utilization of oranges to 
March 1 amounted to about 28 million 
boxes, of which processors used 9.0 
million. Lest year to March 1 about 
26.2 million «vere used, of which can- 
ners took 8.9 million. 


Early and midseason oranges are 
now estimated at 26.5 million boxes 
compared with 31.0 million in pros- 
pect on February 1 and 25.4 million 
produced in 1945-46, About 26 mil- 
lion boxes were utilized by March 1 
this year, leaving less than a million 
boxes of usable oranges on trees after 
that date. Harvest should be com- 
pleted between March 15 and 20. 


Valencia oranges are forecast at 
25.0 million boxes—3.5 million less 
than the February 1 forecast but 
slightly more than the 1945-46 pro- 
duction of 24.4 million boxes. Al- 
though rains interfered with salvage 


picking, more than 2.0 million boxes 
of Valencias were picked and utilized 
in February after the freeze. 


Harvest of tangerines for fresh 
market and processing is about over. 
Considerable fruit remains on the 
trees but little is of merchantable 
quality. About 4.0 million boxes have 
been utilized, of which 900,000 was 
processed 

Heavy dropping of grapefruit con- 
tinued the first week of March, with 
little incentive to pick up the drops 
for processing. Prospective produc- 
tion as of March 1 is forecast at 30.0 
million boxes—-3.5 million less than in- 
dicated on February 1 and 2.0 million 
less than produced in 1945-46. Nearly 
14.8 million boxes had been utilized to 
March 1 which was 1.5 million less 
than last year to the same date. Proc- 
essors used 8.6 million boxes to March 
1, 1947, compared with 10.6 million 
used to March 1 last year. Fresh mar- 
kets received 6.2 million this year to 
March 1 compared with 5.7 million 
last year to March 1. 


Texas oranges are estimated at 5.5 
million boxes—15 percent above the 
crop of last season. Grapefruit pro- 
duction is placed at 25.0 million boxes 
—4 percent above last season. Total 
oranges utilized to March 1 amounted 
to 3.4 million boxes, about 4 percent 
less than utilized to March 1 last 
year. Although the volume of Texas 
oranges processed is not large, more 
— canned this year than ever be- 
ore. 


Grapefruit utilisation to March 1 
totaled about 14.0 million boxes of 
Which 5.6 million were processed and 
the remainder used fresh. Total utili- 
zation to March 1 was 13 percent 
under that for the same date last 
season. Fresh fruit shipments were 
off 15 percent and processing off 10 
percent. 

California Navels and miscellaneous 
oranges are estimated at 19.7 million 
boxes—11 percent above the 1945-46 
crop. About 12 million boxes were 
utilized to March 1 in both 1946 and 
1947 with about one million boxes 
processed to March 1 in both years. 


Lemons are forecast at 13.9 million 
boxes—4 percent less than the 14.5 
million boxes produced last season. 
Utilization to March 1 this year 
amounted to 2.7 million boxes com- 
pared with 3.5 million boxes to the 
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same date last year. About .68 mil- 
lion were processed to March 1 this 
season compared with 1.06 million to 
the same date last season.

Green Pea Acreage Will Be Smaller in 1947, BAE Reports 


Processors intend to reduce the 
acreage of green peas about 4 percent 
from their 1946 plantings, according 
to reports received by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics on the acre- 
age canners and freezers intend to 
contract and plant this year. Should 
these plans be carried out in the vari- 
ous States, the acreage planted will 
total 505,890 acres compared with 
525,400 acres planted in 1946 and 
393,470 acres for the 1936-45 period, 
BAE reported. 

Reductions are intended in most of 
the important States except Colorado, 
Utah, Idaho, Washington, Maine and 
Michigan. California processors ap- 
parently will plant about 38 percent 
less acreage for 1947 than in 1946 
but slightly more than the 10-year 
average. In Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia, the 1947 acreage intentions 
are about 13 percent below 1946. 


Loss of acreage planted to green 
peas for processing averaged 6.7 per- 
cent annually during the past 10 
years. If this average loss is assumed 
for 1947, the planting of 505,890 acres 
will result in 472,000 acres for har- 
vest, compared with 489,600 acres 
harvested last year. 

The 1936-45 average yield of green 
peas for processing is 1,790 pounds 
per acre, For the period 1940-45, 
yields averaged 1,946 pounds per 
acre. The harvest of 472,000 acres 
in 1947 with yields in line with the 
10-year average of 1,790 pounds would 
give a production of 422,400 tons for

The following table shows the acre- 
ages which will result if processors’ 
intentions to contract and plant green 
peas are carried out in 1947. Since 
these plans may be modified before 
plantings are actually made, they are 
not to be considered as estimates of 
the planted acreage for this season. 
They should be considered only as a 
guide in making adjustments in acre- 
age plans before plantings are actu- 
ally made, the BAE said. 


BAE Report Indicates Drop 
In 1947 Spinach Production 


Reports received late in February 
from spinach canners and freezers in 
California and Texas indicate a 1947 
production of 42,110 tons, according 
to the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 


nomics. This is about 26 percent less 
than the 1946 production of 56,600 
tons and 4 percent less than the 
1936-45 average production of 44,060 
tons. 

A total of 11,690 acres of spinach 
in California and Texas is expected 
to be used for processing in 1947.

Preliminary 1946 Report on Eight Frozen Fruits and Vegetables 


Preliminary data on the 1946 packs 
of eight major frozen fruits and vege- 
tables have been released by the Na- 
tional Association of Frozen Food 
Packers. These preliminary figures 
indicate increased packs in 1946 over 
the previous year for frozen aspara- 
gus, corn, peas, spinach, red pitted 
cherries, and strawberries, and sub- 
stantial reductions in the packs of 
frozen apricots and peaches. 


The retail container sizes account 
for larger quantities than in previous 
years, and the reports indicate an 
increasing proportion of the frozen 
pack in such retail sizes, 


The preliminary packs of frozen 
fruits and vegetables for 1946, with 
comparisons for the years 1944 and 
1945, are given in the following table 
below:

Congress 


Marketing Orders 

The House Committee on Agricul- 
ture has not set a date for reopening 
hearings on the Hope bill (H.R.452) 
—the proposal that would make can- 
ning crops subject to production and 
distribution orders of the Secretary of 
Agriculture. Representatives of the 
National Cooperative Council, Na- 
tional Cooperative Milk Producers 
Federation, California Fruit Ex- 
change, and West Coast nut associ- 
ations have been assured by the Com- 
mittee Chairman of an opportunity to 
testify at some date in the future. 


War Powers 


The Senate Judiciary has completed 
hearings on continuation of wartime 
allocation controls and is awaiting a 
report from a subcommittee composed 
of the Committee Chairman, Senator 
Alexander Wiley and Senator Harley 
M. Kilgore. Hearings commenced be- 
fore the House Judiciary Committee 
on this subject on March 14, 


Sugar 

A continuation of sugar price and 
ration controls until March 31, 1948, 
was recommended on March 12 by the 
Senate Committee on Banking and 
Currency through a favorable report 
on S. J. Res. 58. The measure would 
transfer administration of these con- 
trols to the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Hearings on a companion bill 
were terminated by the House Bank- 
ing Committee on March 12, 

Portal-to-Portal Pay 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
again reported on March 10 legisla- 
tion to outlaw past portal-to-portal 
pay claims under the Fair Labor 
Standards, Walsh-Healey, and Bacon- 
Davis Acts; to ban future claims; and 
to establish a two-year statute of 
limitations on claims for unpaid mini- 
mum wages, overtime compensation, 
or liquidated damages. 


Evidently to facilitate Senate action 
on this subject, the Senate Judiciary 
Committee in reporting the measure 
again used the bill passed by the 
House on February 28 as a basis for 
recommending its views. Thus — 
before the Senate is the Gwynne bi 
(H. R. 2157), amended to conform to 
the recommendations of the Senate 
Committee. Senate approval of the 
bill in its present form will require 
House concurrence in the Senate

ARMY PROCUREMENT PLANS FOR 1947 ARE OUTLINED 
IN LETTER TO ALL QMC DEPOTS AND FIELD OFFICES 


In a recent letter to the Quarter- 
master depots in Chicago, III., and 
Stockton, Calif., and to the QMC pur- 
chasing office in New York City, the 
Army announced that it would con- 
tinue to purchase its requirements 
during 1947 under a plan similar to 
that which has been in effect during 
the past year. These plans are out- 
lined by the Quartermaster Corps as 
follows:

Methods of Fertilizing Soil in 
Greenhouse for Tomato Plants 


Tomato plant growers will get best 
results from the use of six pounds of 
a 8-12-12 fertilizer for each cubie yard 
of compost, according to results of 
tests carried out in the greenhouses 
at the New York State Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Geneva. 


“A few years ago, tomato plant 
growers were having trouble pro- 
ducing satisfactory plants,“ says Prof. 
C. B. Sayre, station canning crops 
specialist. “Under the system then 
in vogue, plants were often severely 
stunted and in many cases died. Often 
foliage turned yellow, suggesting ni- 
trogen deficiency, but when nitrate of 
soda was added the trouble was ag- 
gravated. 

“Investigation showed that the com- 
posted soils had been so heavily fer- 
tilized that a toxic concentration of 
soluble salts had accumulated in the 
soil and seriously injured the roots 
and often killed the plants. The 
growers had reasoned that if a little 
fertilizer produced vigorous and pro- 


ductive plants, more fertilizer should 
do even better. It was found that 
many growers were actually applying 
to their composted soils the equivalent 
of 25 tons of fertilizer to the acre.” 
When the cause of poor plant pro- 
duction was pointed out, growers 
swung to the other extreme of omit- 
ting fertilizers altogether, with the re- 
sult that their plants were weak and 
spindly, lacking in substance and vi- 
tality, says Professor Sayre. Tests 
were started in the experiment station 
greenhouse, using different amounts 
of nitrogen and potash with a con- 
sistently high level of phosphorus. 
Measured in terms of the height and 
weight of the plants and the effect 
of the fertilizing the greenhouse soil 
on the earliness of the tomatoes pro- 
duced in the field, Professor Sayre 
found that a 8-12-12 fertilizer used 
at the rate of six pounds per cubic 
yard of composted soil resulted in 
strong, stiff plants that stood up 
well when transplanted and that pro- 
duced earlier tomatoes in the field. 


Three New Strawberries Win 
Fruit Specialists Approval 
Three new strawberries which re- 

cently have been introduced to grow- 

ers have won the stamp of approval 
of the fruit specialists at the New 

York State Agricultural Experiment 

Station at Geneva following trials on 

the station grounds. Two of the vari- 

eties, Sparkle and Pathfinder, origi- 
nated at the New Jersey Experiment 

Station, and the third, Temple, was 

developed in Maryland. 

Sparkle is rated as the most prom- 
ising of the three as grown here. 
The berries ripen late, about a week 
after Howard or Premier, and re- 
semble Fairfax, one of its parents, in 
quality. Sparkle is said to be one of 
the most productive of the late varie- 
ties and to be firm enough for ship- 
ping. The plants are described as 
vigorous and as making an abundance 
of runners. Sparkle is especially 
well adapted for freezing, the station 
workers state. 

Pathfinder is believed to merit at- 
tention by commercial growers be- 
cause of its heavy yielding ability and 
its resistance to red stele, a root-rot 
disease of strawberries that is par- 
ticularly troublesome in some straw- 
berry-growing areas. The berries are 
rated as only fair in quality and are 
said to bruise easily, but they have a 
bright, attractive appearance, 

Temple, the newest of the three, 
performed well at the station this 


past season, according to the fruit 
specialists. The plants were unusually 
vigorous, surpassing all other varie- 
ties in the station trials in this re- 
spect, and produced a heavy crop. The 
berries are described as firm, attrac- 
tive, and much above average in qual- 
ity. Temple is said to be quite re- 
sistant to red stele. The variety is 
believed worthy of trial both for mar- 
ket and home use. 

Planting stocks of the three new 
strawberries are now available from 
commercial plant growers, 


Georgia Peach Growers Favor 
Marketing Agreement Order 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture on March 18 announced that 
Georgia peach growers participating 
in a referendum held during the 
period January 31 to February 10, 
1947, inclusive, favored continuation 
of the marketing agreement and order 
regulating the handling of fresh 
peaches in the State of Georgia. Ex- 
pressed in percentages, the favorable 
vote was 98 by number of growers 
participating and 92 by volume of 
production represented. 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture also announced appointment of 
eight members and alternates, all in- 
cumbents, of the Industry Committee 
to serve during the 1947 fiscal period 
under the marketing agreement and 
order regulating the handling of fresh 
2 grown in the State of Georgia.

Fisheries 


Canned Fish off Allocation 
March 31; Salt Fish June 30 


No fish products will be under in- 
ternational allocation recommenda- 
tions after June 30, all allocation rec- 
ommendations on canned fish will be 
terminated March 31, the Interna- 
tional Emergency Food Council an- 
nounced March 12. 

Allocation recommendations on 
salted cod and related species of 1946 
production will be terminated June 
30. There have been no allocation 
recommendations on salted fish of 
1947 production, the IEFC said. 

The IEFC Committee on Fishery 
Products points out that the bulk of 
the current canned fish pack will have 
been delivered or contracted for by 
March 31. In the case of salted cod 
and related species of 1946 produc- 
tion the delivery period will extend 
throughout June. 

The Committee stated that it rec- 
ognizes that shortages may continue 
to exist in certain types and varieties 
of both canned and salted fish, but re- 
ports that world supply is coming 
into approximate balance with effec- 
tive demand, when all fish products 
are taken into consideration—those 
not under allocation recommendation 
as well as those which in the past 
have been allocated. 

The Committee said that it will keep 
the situation under continuous re- 
view and in case significant changes 
in supply and demand appear will re- 
consider the necessity for allocation 
recommendations. 


Export Licenses Will Not Be Needed 


Export licenses will not be needed 
for the shipment of canned fish after 
March 31, 1947, nor for the shipment 
of salted fish after June 30. 


It has been the custom with the 
United States Government, as soon 
as food items are taken off allocation 
by the International Emergency Food 
Council, to have the Office of Interna- 
tional Trade, U. 8. Department of 
Commerce, automatically shift such 
items from the “positive” list to gen- 
eral license. This will be done in re- 
spect of canned and salted fish on 
the dates specified, N. C. A. has been 
informed. 

Exporters of canned fish should in- 
quire of their foreign import agents 
as to what import control regulations, 
if any, are in effect for the country of 
destination. Also what the label re- 


quirements for containers are 
ing commodities being shipped. 


At the present time, Sweden and 
Switzerland are the only countries in 
Europe to which American canned 
foods can be shipped unrestrictedly, 
according to the Foods Division of 
the Commerce Department. This does 
not mean, however, that other coun- 
tries are not buying food in the U. 8. 
They are, subject to certain import 
controls, details of which can be 
learned on application to the Bureau 
of Areas, Department of Commerce, 
Washington 25, D. C., or through 
N. C. A.'s International Trade Service. 


High Court Declines to Review 
Case on Indian Fishing Rights 


On March 13, 1947 the Office of In- 
dian Affairs, U. S. Department of 
Interior, issued a press release calling 
attention to the fact that the United 
States Supreme Court had declined to 
review the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit 
in Moore v. United States. In that 
case the Federal Government had se- 
cured an injunction against the Di- 
rector of Fisheries and the Director 
of Game of the State of Washington 
from interfering with fishing by the 


Quillayute Indians in the tidelands 
adjoining their reservation at the 
mouth of the Quillayute River. This 
release stressed the fact that the lower 
court had relied upon the Annette 
Island case in reaching its decision. 

The Fishery Products Division of 
the Association has been advised that 
this Quillayute case turned princi- 
pally upon a treaty with the Indians 
and upon the fact that the reservation 
was created prior to the admission of 
Washington to Statehood. For these 
reasons, among others, it is not con- 
sidered controlling with respect to 
any issues about either the aboriginal 
rights of Alaskan Indians or the 
power of the Secretary of Interior to 
include ocean waters in any reserva- 
tion created for Alaskan Indians un- 
der the Act of 1936. 


California Sardine Pack 


Deliveries of California sardines to 
processing plants during the week 
ended February 27 totaled 2,222 tons. 
Pack of sardines during the week 
amounted to 31,188 cases. Figures 
supplied by the California Sardine 
Products Institute, show that the sea- 
son’s sardine pack to February 27 
totaled 2,717,120 cases as compared 
with 3,762,084 cases a year ago. 
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
